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The  eiirohiuMit  of  students  in  the 
rcETuhir  eourse  for  the  present  session 
is  no\v  164,  of  whom  6.3  are  men  and 
99  are  women.  Of  these  21  are  in  the 
third  year,  67  in  the  seeond  year  and 
76  in  the  fii-st  year. 

The  enrolment  in  the  evening 
plas.ses  is  ahout  ;^")().  Tlie  attendanee 
of  students  aiui  visitors  taxes  tlie 
eapaeity  of  tlie  Asseml)ly  Hall,  over- 
flowing into  the  Prayer  Room  and 
often  filling  the  gallery. 

An  extension  class  was  established 
early  in  the  session  in  the  west  end 
of  the  City  in  Annette  St.  Baptist 
Church.  It  began  witli  an  attend- 
ance of  over  100,  and  is  l)eing  con- 
tinned  every  Tnesday  evening.  Dr. 
Weston  and  Mr.  Hamia  are  the  lec- 
tnrers.  This  makes  a  total  of  some 
600  young  people  who  are  attending 
the  various  classes  of  the  Rihle  Col- 
lege. 

The  size  of  the  classes  has  nuide  it 
necessary  to  spread  ont  as  we  did 
last  year,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the 
friends  of  Zion  Chapel  for  the  nse  of 
their  comfortable  rooms. 


Among  the  visiting  speakers  who 
addressed  the  school  at  the  Tuesday 
morning  devotional  hour  are  Prof. 
Robert  Dick  Wilson  of  Princeton,  the 
noted  Old  Testament  Scholar  and 
valiant  defender  of  the  Scriptures,

gone  around  the  world  visiting  the 
Jews.  .Mr.  Ci.

Associate  (Jeneral  Director  of  the 
China  Iidand  ^Mission,  ^Irs.  I'\  •!.  Die- 
fenderfer.  President  of  the  Ant  i- Poly- 
gamy Crusaders,  and  K'ev.  Dr. 
W.  W.  Weeks  of  Richmond.  \'a.,  who 
was  pastor  of  Walmer  Road  Bapti.st 
Church  when  the  tirst  classes  of  the 
Bible  Trainiiif:-  School  were  being 
held   there.

A  service  is 
held  each  Wednesday  evenin,<r  in  the 
Yonge  Street.  Mission,  and  in  other 
Missions  and  Chiirehes  as  the  requests 
eouie  in.  AVe  are  grateful  to  God  for 
the  way  in  which  He  has  opened 
doors  for  service.  Our  Hand  is  en- 
gaged, at  present,  for  five  Sundays 
in  advanee,  to  conduct  Sunday  even- 
ing services  in  Toronto  ("hurelies. 

Anothei-  important  part  of  the  So- 
i-iety's  activities  is  the  Factory  work, 
which  is  directed  by  ]\Ir.  Frank  Guy- 
att.  Xoon  services  are  heltl  regular- 
ly in  factories  of  the  down-town  dist- 
rict. 

The  G.T.R.  fl-eight-shed  work  is 
supei'vised  by  .Ml-.  Joseph  M(d)erinott. 
Service  is  hiOd  weekly  in  the  G.T.K. 
sheds,  and  we  are  hoping  tliat  other 
openings  of  this  kind  will  offer.  Our 
.students  report  that  an  increasing  in- 
terest is  being  shown  in  both  our 
factory  and  freight-shetl  services,  by 
those  attending. 

^fany  of  our  students  are  engaged 
in  Sunday  School  wdik.  teaching 
classes  in  Missions  and  Churches 
throughout  the  city.  This  department 
of  the  Society's  activities  is  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  Helen  Tel- 
ford. 


Hospital  visitation  is  carried  on  at 
the  Western  and  General  hospitals, 
under  the  direction  of  j\liss  Dorcas 
.McGourt,  and  is  meeting  with  many 
evideiu-es  of  blessing. 

A  new  department  was  created 
this  year  in  connection  with  tlie  ac- 
tivities of  the  Society,  wliich  is  known 
as  the  "Publicity  Department."  This 
department  is  in  charge  of  ^Ir.  Wal- 
demar  Berg,  who  came  to  us  from 
Hrooklyn,  N.Y.  An  aimounceinent  of 
services  to  be  held  is  posted  each 
week,  with  the  names  of  students  who 
have  been  assigned  to  conduct  the 
different  services. 

Anci  last,  but  not  least,  there  is  the 
^lusic  Department,  which  is  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  ^largaret  Bell. 
Connected  with  this  de})artment 
there  are  organized,  and  working,  a 
choir  of  40  voices,  two  male  quar- 
tettes, a  mixed  quartette,  and  a  mixed 
double-quartette.  We  feel  that  the 
ministry  of  gospel  nuisic  in  connec- 
tion with  our  work  should  not  be 
neglected.  Because  we  believe  that 
"music  is  the  language  of  the  soul." 
and  that,  "expression  is  the  soul  of 
music,"  we  believe,  therefore,  that 
the  claims  of  Christ  may  he  expressed 
to  souls  through  the  Gospel  in  song.

"Of 
the  thirty-seven  men  employed  by 
the  Board  during  the  {)ast  summer, 
ten  Avere  from  the  Toronto  Bible  Col- 
lege. Two  other  students  from  the 
Bible  College,  on  their  own  initiative, 
without  promi.se  of  renuuun-ation,  but 
with  the  approval  of  tlu'  Board,  re- 
opened two  ehurches  which  had  been 
closed  for  some  years.  Encouraging 
results  followed  their  efforts." 

Another  extract:  "Capreol  is  a 
town  of  about  twenty-one  hundred 
people,  located  about  twenty  miles 
north  of  Sudbury.  A  little  over  a 
year  ago,  following  a  survey  of  the 
town,  it  -was  decided  to  recommend 
the  appointment  of  a  student  for  the 
summer  nu)nths.  The  work  so  pros- 
pered umler  Mr.  ]\Iorley  R.  ITall.  the 
student  i)astor  (graduate  of  Toronto 
Bible  College,  11)21)  that  it  was  de- 
cided to  continue  the  services  during 
the  winter  months.  Rather  than 
leave  the  people  without  a  pastor. 
Mr.  Hall  .said  that  he  would  remain 
on  the  field  for  anothei-  year  if  the 
Boaril    would   support    him. 


A  lot,  however,  had  to  be  secured, 
and  a  building  erected.  The  lot  was 
bought  in  October  and  the  building 
started  on  November  lird.  The  open- 
ing and  dedicatory  services  were  held 
on  Sunday,  November  27th;  Rev.  C. 
11.  Schutt  preaching  the  sermons.  The 
building  has  been  as  inexpensive  as 
possible,  and  yet  with  the  stained 
woodwork  on  the  inside  is  very  neat 
and  inviting  and  the  stucco  finish  on 
the  outside  gives  it  an  attractive  ap- 
l)earance.  We  cannot  too  highly  praise 
the  pastor  for  his  self-sacrificing 
labor.  For  over  a  month  he  Avorked 
eight  hours  a  day  on  the  building. 
This  cause  promises  w^ell.  Mr.  Hall 
deserves  all  praise  for  his  w-ise  and 
economic  management  of  the  build- 
ing ])roposition  and  for  his  lal)0ur  as 
pastor  and  preacher."
